3 And there went out to 
him Eliacim the fon of Hel- 
cias, who was over the houſe, 
and Sobna the ſcribe, and lo- 
ahe the ſon of Aſaph the re- 
corder. 

4 And Rabſaces ſaid to 
them: Tell Ezechias: Thus 
faith the great king, the 
king of the Aſſyrians: What 
is this confidence, wherein 
thou truſteſt? 

5 Or with what counſel or 
ſtrength doſt thou prepare for 
war? on whom doſt thou 
truſt, that thou art revolted 
from me? 

6 Lo thou truſteſt upon this 
broken ſtaff of a reed, upon 
Egypt: upon which if a man 
lean, it will go into his hand, 
and pierce it: fo is Pharao 
king of Egypt to all that ttuſt 
in him. 

7 But if thou wilt anſwer 
me: We truſt in the Lord 
our God: is it not he whoſe 
high places and altars Ezechi-

13 Then Rabfaces ſtood, 
and. cried out with a loud 
voice in the Jews language, 
and ſaid: Hear the words of 
the great king, the king of 
the Aſſyrians.

21 And they held their 
peace, and anſwered him not 
a word. For the king had 
commanded, ſaying: Anſwer 
him not.
